Seventy-five Made Homeless 
by Conflagration, 
Monday. 


Ne,,- York, Nov- 14.—Ten persons 
are dead and an eleventh is dying as 
the result of a fire sweeping through 
a five-story tenament house at 
108 
West 17th street here early today. 
Two of the victims were children. 
So much progress had the fire made 
before it was discovered and so rapid­ 
ly did it spread that several of the 
victims were burned in their beds with 
out a chance for life. The cause of 
the blaze has not been learned. 
Thirty^ persons were burned or in­ 
jured in tine mad scramble for safety 
that followed the 
sounding 
of the 
alarm by employes of a postal sub­ 
station across the street. The injured 
were attended 
by 
Ambulance 
sur­ 
geons. 
Seventy-five persons mostly Greeks 
and Spaniards, were made homeless by 
the blaze, which gutted the interior 
of 
building . They were temporarily 
housed in the post office, while blan­ 
kets and clothing were sent from 
New York hospitals and hot coffee 
and sandwiches were provided by the 
police- 
Quick work by the firemen in run­ 
ning an 85 foot extension ladder up 
to the roof of the tenement house 
saved a dozen* lives. The firemen wort-

Benjamin 
Diaz, 25, who lost his grip on a third 
floor window sill just as a ladder was 
being put up to him. He fell to the 
sidewalk and sustained a fractured 
skull and legs . 
Fireman Patrick Foley risked his 
life when he plunged 
through 
the 
flames to rescue an unidentified wo­ 
man who was so badly burned 
that 
she is now dying in Bellevue. Idiline 
Mullano, 25, was taken to Bellevue 
suffering from a broken arm sustain­ 
ed when he was pushed off the fire 
escape by excited tenants. 
Eight bodies had been recovered 
early today.

GENERAL WOOD’S 
HIG JOB TO RECTIFY 
DEMOCRATIC 
MISSMAN AG KMENT IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Nearly a quarter of a century has 
passed 
since 
George 
Dewey, his commodore’s pennant flaunting from the Olympia’s 
masthead, blazed his way into Manila Bay, sank the Spanish fleet, 
and gave to the United States a colonial empire. It would seem 
that this was ample time for the American people to become 
tolerably familiar with the politics, problems, and potentialities of 
the great archipelago of which, through the fortunes of war, we 
unexpectedly found ourselves the guardians; yet the discouraging i 
fact remains that, in spite of all that has been said and written 
on the subject, the average American knows far less about the 
Philippine Islands, over which floats the American flag, than he 
knows about Mexico or Ireland or Germany or Russia. 
An article in Harper’s Magazine for November, by E. Alex­ 
ander Powell, noted author and war correspondent, gives a more 
elaborate account of this new possession of ours than anything we 
had previously seen. 
We are not able to give even a 
meager 
synopsis of this able article, but are content with Mr. Powell’s 
explanation of President Wilson’s reversal of former Republican 
policy in the Philippines, as follows: 
“The return to power in 1913 of the Democratic party was 
the signal for a complete reversal of American policy toward the 
Philippines. Though, during both the Roosevelt and Taft adminis­ 
trations, the Filipinos had been granted a steadily 
increasing 
measure of utonomy, certain departments of the insular gov­ 
ernment, particularly those which related 
to 
public 
security, 
public instruction, and public health, 
had 
been 
kept 
under 
American control. 
But with the 
inauguration of 
President 
Wilson the so-called “Filipinization” of the Philippines by which 
is meant the appointment of Filipinos to government positions— 
which had begun with the American occupation of the islands in 
1898 and had made steady progress under Governors-General 
Taft and Forbes, was suddenly expanded to a degree which those 
best acquainted with the Filipino and his limitations believed to 
be unwise and mimical to the best interests of the natives them­ 
selves. Whereas Taft and Forbes began to Filipinize the insular 
government from the bottom up, cautiously feeling their way and 
placing natives at first only in the lower positions, the Demo- 1 
cratic administration jumped in and Filipinized the highest posi- I 
lions in the government appointing natives of little or no ex­ 
perience as judges, chiefs of bureaus, and secretaries of depart­ 
ments, many of these appointments being based on political con­ 
siderations rather than on merit, as had been the case thereto­ 
fore. That, and the establishment of an elective Senate in the 
place of the appointed commission which had acted as a Senate, 
comprise the principal measures of Filipinization effected under 
the Wilson administi.. ion. 
As a result of this policy of whole­ 
sale Fil'pinization, the executive departments of the insular gov­ 
ernment, with the sole exception of the Department of Public In
